calling for expenditure of approxi­ 
mately $5,000,000 a year, 
“epoch 
making in the history' of wildlife 
conservation." Game animals, fish 
and fowl are being afforded refuge 
and protection. 
The program was begun on an 
expanded scale in 1933 and is not 
yet half complete. 
Hundreds of 
new game and fish refuges have 
been established in every part of 
the country. The Biological Survey 
and the Soil Conservation Service 
are cooperating in the program. 
Vast Acreage Set Aside 
Since Ju ly, 1931, the Biological 
S u r v e y 
has 
purchased 
1,500,000 
acres to be converted into wildlife 
sanctuaries. 
In the same period 
more than 4,000,000 acres of pub­ 
lic land were reserved by' executive 
orders as refuges. 
The 
Survey 
has 
established 
about 250 refuges comprising 11,- 
500,000 
acres. 
If 
that 
amount 
7,000,000 acres are in the United 
States and 4,500,000 acres in A las­ 
ka, H aw aii and Puerto Rico. When 
completed the 
program 
w ill 
In­ 
clude about 20,000,000 acres. 
Public 
cooperation 
and 
more 
fctringent game laws are necessary 
if the wildlife restoration program 
is to succeed, Dr. Ira N, Gabrielson, 
Chief of the Survey, said. 
Private 
as well as fmblic lands must be 
made 
attratctive 
to 
wildlife, 
he 
believes. 
“ There is no magic way," Ga­ 
brielson said, “to restore the new I 


j and former breeding grounds for 


| waterfowl. 
Eith er an increasing 


j number of birds must be allowed 
to return each spring or the sport 
of duck hunting w ill vanish. 
The 
necessity for severe restrictions on 
hunting has not passed." 
The Soil Conservation Service Is

! acres of land were planted to trees 
and protected b y fencing, provid­ 
ing a haven for wildlife. 
The Civilian Conservation Corps

I w ildlife survival difficult. 
Hun- 
j dreds

i been built, and trails and build­ 
ings improved. 
State 
agricultural 
conservation 
offices, 
in 
cooperation 
with 
the 
Biological Survey, distribute thou­ 
sands of bushels of cracked corn 
each winter in areas where snow 
makes feeding difficult. Rural mail 
carriers 
distribute 
much 
of 
the 
corn during regular mail delivery 
trips. 
Department 
of 
Agricutlure 
of­ 
ficials attribute much of the in ­ 
creased interest in 
wildlife 
con­ 
servation to the work of J . 
N. 
“Ding" Darling, the cartoonist, as 
chief of the Bureau of Biological 
Survey in 1934 and 1935. 
Others have carried on the fight 
begun by Darling. He urged broad­ 
er 
state-federal 
cooperation 
and 
the 1939 agriculture budget pro­ 
vides $1,000,000 added Federal aid 
to states for wildlife restoration. 
Darling fought for an expanded 
program of Federal refuges. 
Last 
year the survey purchased 600,000 
acres for establishment or expan­ 
sion of 70 refuges in 32 states. 
Options were obtained on another 
500,000 acres. 
Secretary of Agriculture Henry 
A. Wallace, in paying tribute to 
the work of Darling, said:

electric organ with an orchestra, 
Fatho recently, by dropping the in­ 
strument from his band, threw a 
bombshell of confusion in the laps 
of a good many dance makers who 
had followed his leadership. 
Along with the rest of the lads, 
your Uncle Canfield asked why. 
“ The use of the electrical instru­ 
ment in the presentation of mod­ 
em music is still in the experi­ 
mental stage, but w ill come to play 
a very important part during the 
next few years," he sagely replied 
as I climbed upon the broad plateau 
formed by his knees. 
The King of Jazz, my friends, 
may have slipped somewhat in the 
esteem of dialers since the invasion 
of swing, but those who wield the 
hot sticks still pledge allegiance to 
his words. 
Tugging at what I thought was 
his third chin (I later discovered 
it was his fifth ), I said, “ Don’t stop, 
Fatho. Tell us more. 
W hat good 
it an electric organ anyw ay?" 
W ith a resigned air, a paternal 
pet on the head and a deep, well- 
measured voice that seemed to 
float out of a bottomless pit, the 
King continued: 
“ The electric organ, my lad, can 
be used to build up any one section 
of a small orchestra to sound full 
and complete. 
It’s many uses in 
this manner make it an invaluable 
addition to any combination of six­ 
teen pieces or less. 
“So, Fatho, with such a big band 
as you've got. you don't need an 
electric 
organ. 
Is 
that 
right, 
Fatho?” 
“ Yes, sah! That’s the situation. 
We just don’t need one as they're 
used today." 
“ W hat do you mean by ‘today,’ 
Fatho? Does that mean you’ve got 
something up your sleeve? You’re 
not going to spring something new 
on us are you, Fatho?” 
“ Well, my lad, we're working on 
it. 
Hoy Bargy, my assistant con­ 
ductor, is doing an awful lot of ex­ 
perimenting. And we hope to have 
our findings all smoothly ironed 
out for a special concert series this 
summer in New York. W e intend 
to use the electric organ in our ar­ 
rangements as a feaured instru­ 
ment and not one just used in creat­ 
ing novel effects or in supporting 
ether sections. W e’re going to give 
i t a place of its own!”

Men can­ 
no t be fo rced into trust.” 
When the go v ernment and the v o ters co me to the 
o pinio n that y o u can fo rce business men to take risks 
to emplo y labo r, to try to make pro fits, to try to 
pro duce wealth when they do no t believ e they can, 
is co ntrary to human nature. 


Our Only Hope 
Of co urse, o ur legislato rs will do what the public 
wants. 
Our o nly ho pe is to so aro use the wo rking 
peo ple, the farmers and the little business men to 
the po int that they will insist that the demago gic 
po liticians sto p their nefario us 
interference with 
priv ate initiativ e with men who are willing to take 
risks and insist o n the po liticians do ing o nly what 
any go o d go v ernment sho uld do —pro tect the rights 
o f life and the pursuit o f happiness o f ev ery in­ 
div idual witho ut discriminatio n. 
Our o nly ho pe is 
that as peo ple begin to realize that the po liticians 
are no t men with fo resight, th at they do no t hav e 
judgment eno ugh to plan and manage business, they 
will insist o n them permitting men who hav e mady 
life studie« o f the my riads o f fo rms o f businesses 
being permitted to use their best judgment in creat­ 
ing wealth, reducing 
co sts 
and 
furnishing 
cm 
plo y ment. 
If this wo uld be do ne, o ur standard o f liv ing 
wo uld be at least twice as high as it has been fo r 
the last eight y ears.

The reaso n inco me tax lo wers the standard o f liv ­ 
ing is that it tax es peo ple with go o dwill just the 
same as tho se with illwill who get their inco me bi- 
chicanery and taking adv antage o f the igno rance o f 
o ther peo ple. 
To tax a man fo r adding to the wealth o f the 
co untry is to o bstruct the man o f go o dwill fro m 
do ing the thing that is the best way ev er dev ised 
fo r helping the po o r. 
We sho uld, ho wev er, alway s tax a man fo r illwill 
—fo r lack o f co o peratio n. 
To tax a man fo r sub­ 
tracting fro m the w-ealth o f the co untry is to tax 
illwill. 
A graduated tax o n co nsumptio n, instead o f a 
graduated tax o n inco me resulting fro m pro ductio n, 
wo uld be tax ing a man fo r illwill and no t tax ing a 
man fo r go o dwill. 
A tax o f this kind wo uld enable tho se with go o d­ 
will and ability to use their talents and their genius 
to the full to reduce the real co st o f things fo r 
peo ple and to raise real wages. 


Experiment 25 Years Old 
We started the ex periment o f tax ing go o dwill 
25 y ears ago . 
We tho ught we wo uld be tax ing ill- 
will. 
Is no t the fact that o ne-fifth o f o ur wo rkers hav e 
been o ut o f wo rk fo r the past eight y ears eno ugh 
ev idence th at o ne o f the causes o f o ur tro uble ie 
tax ing men with go o dwill instead o f tho se with ill- 
w-ill? 
When we get po o r eno ugh, necessity will 
co mpel us to change. 
But why need we hav e mo re 
men o ut o f wo rk befo re we learn o ne o f the primary 
causes? 
Necessity is the mo ther o f thinking. 
Has no t the undistributed pro fits tax , which really 
put the principle o f tax ing men with go o dwill to 
a practical test, demo nstrated bey o nd a shado w o f 
a do ubt that tax ing inco me resulting fro m adding 
to the wealth o f the wo rld is hurting the v ery 
peo ple it was intended to help?

Again and again the public has 
been to ld that in mo st places in 
the United States there is insuf­

much sunning parents are able to 
acco mplish, the sunshine alo ne is 
usually insufficient. 
in Chicago , To ro nto , New Yo rk, 
and o ther large cities, there are 
o nly two ho urs in a day , three 
mo nths in the y ear, when the sun­ 
shine is sufficient to be o f real 
v alue as a rickets prev entiv e. 
No w a 
number o f do cto rs 
in 
Po rtland, Ore., and in San Diego , 
Calif., hav e co -o perated in co m­ 
parativ e study o f the effects o f 
sunshine in these two cities. 
They o ffer the definite co nclu­ 
sio ns 
that 
under 
mo dern 
liv ing 
co nditio ns abundant sunshine do es 
no t 
furnish 
adequate 
pro tectio n 
against rickets, and that it is a b­ 
so lutely necessary that so me defi­ 
nite 
dietic 
o r 
medicinal 
assist­ 
ance be giv en to ev ery child. 
Po rtland has an av erage o f 2191 
ho urs o f sunshine per y ear co m­ 
pared with 3024 
ho urs in San 
Diego . 
During the rainy winter 
seaso n, the sun may no t appear in 
Po rtland fo r day s at a time, and 
in the winter the weather is fre­ 


quently freezing o r near freezing. 
San Diego 
has a sunny , mild 
climate in winter, and wo uld seem 
to o ffer greater adv antages in the 
prev entio n o f rickets. 
The inv estigato rs hav e carefully 
studied 
the 
reco rds 
o f 
selected 
gro ups o f children in these two 
cities co ncerning their gro wth, de­ 
v elo pment 
o f 
bo nes 
and 
teeth, 
whether they had taken medicine 
in additio n to being ex po sed to 
sunshine, 
and also the kind 
o f 
clo thing wo rn. 
The high percentage o f rickets 
in bo th cities suggested that the 
clo thing, ho using and dieting tend 
to mo dify the anti-rachitic v alue 
o f sunshine, and may also affect 
the usefulness o f v ario us prepa­ 
ratio ns that are giv en to prev ent 
rickets. 
Alto gether. 943 children o f abo ut 
fiv e y ears o f age were ex amined 
in the two cities. 
There were a p­ 
pro x im ate an equal 
number o f 
bo y s 
and girls, and there were 
blo nds, brunets, and children o f 
v ario us races. 
The children 
in 
Po rtland 
had 
been nursed by their mo thers o n 
an av erage o f abo ut 6 1-4 mo nths; 
the children in San Diego abo ut 
7 1-3 mo nths.

Nev er was there a time since the Co nstitutio n 
w ^ fo rmed that public o pinio n was as impo rtant 
as it is at present. 
With the supreme co urt prac­ 
tically ruling that the v o ting majo rity can make 
mo st any laws they desire, infringing upo n per­ 
so nal rights, what the public then believ es beco mes 
infinitely mo re impo rtant than 
it did when the 
Co nstitutio n pro tected the mino rity fro m the ty ranny 
o f the v o ting majo rity . 
Public o pinio n no w attempt» to determine what 
ho urly wages shall be. 
They believ e that wages 
can be established by the v o ting majo rity . 
The re­ 
sult is that they are to artifically high that o nly the 
mo st efficient wo rkers as a rule can secure priv ate 
jo bs. 
Public o pinio n do es no t realize as y et that 
these peo ple who canno t secure jo bs because o f 
public o pinio n as to wages, m ust be suppo rted by 
reducing the real wages o f all tho se who are priv ate­ 
ly emplo y ed. 
Public o pinio n no w has the right to determine 
ho w much, if any , pro fits may be retained by the 
entrepreneur. 
Public o pinio n no w has the right to 
select, thro ugh their President ar,d representativ es 
what co nstitutes a day s wo rk. 
Public o pinio n can by this metho d and thro ugh 
the labo r unio ns ruin any business man, because 
there is no man who can surv iv e o n a co mpetitiv e 
basis if so me o ther indiv idual ha» the right to select 
his help o r tell him who he m ust hire and who he 
may discharge. 


1 here nev er was a time when public o pinio n was 
as impo rtant as it is no w-. 
If we canno t in the v ery 
near future get public o pinio n to understand the 
respo nsibility o f 
this new 
po wer 
that has been 
granted to the enlarged right o f franchise, by prac­ 
tically eliminating the Co nstitutio n o f the United 
States, there will be little ho pe o f hav ing many 
co mfo rts to « hare.

President’s arm ament message, he 
o bserv ed that ‘‘the time has co me 
fo r the Co ngress to enact legisla­ 
tio n aimed at the prev entio n o f 
pro fiteering in time o f war.” 
One o f the wo rst aspects o f war 
is price Inflatio n. W ar creates in­ 
stantaneo us 
sho rtages 
o f 
almo st 
ev ery thing. That results in panicky 
bidding fo r the scant supply 
and 
sends prices 
so aring. 
This 
pro ­ 
cess is intensified by the effect o f 
war o n mo ney 
and 
credit. 
The 
co untry is plunging headlo ng into 
debt. Its ex istence 
is 
threatened. 
The v alue o f its mo ney is th ere­ 
fo re in do ubt. It takes mo re and 
mo re mo ney to 
buy 
ev ery thing, 
whether there is a sho rtage o r no t. 
This may 
be 
mo re 
dangero us 
than the lo ss o f many 
battles. 
It 
ruins the mo rale o f bo th the mili­ 
tary and the civ ilian 
po pulatio n. 
The great bulk o f us who liv e o n 
wages o r salaries o r o ther fo rms 
o f fix ed inco me ,are the first and 
heav iest sufferers. Our inco me do es 
no t go up in 
step 
w-ith 
prices. 
Very so o n the w-ho le civ ilian po pu­ 
latio n is suffering priv atio n. 
This is particularly true o f fam ­ 
ilies o f men at the fro nt. Neces­ 
sarily liv ing o n lo w inco mes them ­ 
selv es, they hear o f the sufferings 
o f their o wn peo ple 
and 
o f 
the 
fo rtunes made by receiv ers o f high 
prices. The inev itable result is ho t 
resentment a t the go v ernment. In 
sev eral German war memo irs, this 
is giv en as the principal cause o f 
the German co llapse.

fect. Mo dern war requires such v ast

that the mo untaino us prices 
and 
the v anishing credit o f the co unt)')* 
so metimes make it Impo ssible 
to 
suppo rt the sheer mo ney co st o f 
the war. It is no w v ery clear th at 
if we had no t entered the 
Wo rld 
War just when we did, and taken 
o n o ur sho ulders 
the 
burden 
o f 
their debts and spending, the de­ 


fenses o f the Allies 
wo uld 
hav e 
co llapsed. They were at the end 
o f their financial tether. 
The President is right. We must 
av o id war pro fiteering and Infla­ 
tio n. The way to do that is to put 
a ceiling o v er prices as so o n as war 
is imminent, and to co nfiscate 
all 
pro fits due to war by 
a 100 
per 
cent tax o n all pro fits in ex cess o f 
the av erage o f 
the 
past 
three 
y ears pro fits in peace. 
But that is no t what the pro po s­ 
ed o nnally Bill wo uld do . It go es 
further than taking all pro fits due 
to war o r eliminating pro fiteering. 
Tho ugh no t quite as drastic as the 
o ld Ny e pro po sals, It is cut fro m 
the same clo th. The idea in bo th 
suggestio ns is, “when war co mes, 
abo lish the 
pro fits 
sy stem”—no t 
“to take all the pro fits due to w ar” 
but ‘‘in war, to take all 
pro fits.” 
There is a distinctio n as wide as 
the- difference between v icto ry and 
defeat 
and 
any 
such 
measure 
wo uld he as dangero us to v icto ry 
as no measure at all. 
Tt applies 
the present 
ruino us 
undistributed pro fits tax and 
In­ 
tensifies it. It tends to abo lish the 
pro fit incentiv e to pro ductio n. 
Ours is still a pro fit eco no my . It 
persuades men to wo rk, effo rt and 
pro ductio n by the ho pe 
o f 
gain. 
The o nly alternativ e is the fascist 
o r co mmunist idea o f 
co mpelling 
effo rt and pro ductio n by the fear 
o f punishment. Our pro fits incen­ 
tiv e has wo rked to 
the 
greatest 
result o f pro ductio n 
in 
histo ry . 
The co mpulsio n 
idea is an 
un­ 
pro v ed ex periment. 
War demands 
no t less pro ductio n than peace, but 
immeasurably greater pro ductio n. 
It seems an act o f madness no w 
by statute to attempt to co mpel an 
abando nment in war o f o ur pro v ed 
sy stem o f pro ductio n fo r an un­ 
pro v ed theo ry . It wo uld wreck o ur 
eco no mic 
pattern 
and 
pro bably 
legislate defeat and disaster.

in

TVA 
regio n and the anthracite mines. 
Other similar ev ents which are be­ 
ing mentio ned 
to 
enco urage 
the 
same deductio n (but no t in the let­ 
ter) are: the Jo hn Lewis demand

and the British the Atlantic.) 
Bo th the British and the Amer­ 
ican autho rities inv o lv ed are said 
to be seared o f the v ery wo rd 
“agreement” in 
their info rmatio n 
dealings. The British are afraid o f 
the effect upo n their diplo matic re­ 
latio ns o n the co ntinent and the 
Americans are afraid o f do mestio 
reactio n here, particularly in the 
senate.

W hat Senato rs Hiram Jo hnso n 
and Bo rah w’ere driv ing at in the 
senate the o ther day was the sus­ 
picio us 
waltzing-in-time 
between 
Britannia and Uncle Sam.

That reading o r writing o r arith­ 
metic is no t pro minently display ed 
in bo o ks is true. But if the children 
play with blo cks there is reaso n, 
either mathematical o r o therwise fo r 
do ing so . If they co lo r, the picture 
has a sto ry behind it 
and 
is 
a 
definite o bject lesso n fo r all. 
In my first graders first semes­ 
ter two v ery wo rthwhile pro jects 
hav e been called to my attentio n. 
One was the preparatio n by this 
class o f a luncheo n which includ­ 
ed grape jelly , po tato salad, but­ 
ter, bread and co o kies and was en­ 
jo y ed by all. Ano ther o ne was the 
co nstructio n o f a harbo r, co mplete 
with light ho uses, buo y s, different 
kinds o f ships, etc., with an 
ad­ 
jacent airpo rt. Fun? Of co urse the 
who le class has enjo y ed these pro ­ 
jects immensely , but this do es no t 
mean they hav e 
gained 
no thing 
fro m them. 
The actual making o f the butter 
and o ther fo o ds .will stay with the 
y o ungsters much better than the 
mere reading it fro m a bo o k. Po ints 
to o numero us 
,o 
mentio n 
were 


bro ught o ut in this pro ject alo ne 
(including table manners) 
which 
impressed me greatly . 
The 
co n- » 
structio n o f bo ats and airplanes fo r 
the harbo r was a tremendo us task 
(fro m the six y ear o ld po int o f 
v iew) but 
the 
children 
reaped 
much mo re kno wledge than 
co uld 
be gained in a less interesting way . 
This sy stem has o nly been In 
o ur scho o ls o ne semester. Let us 
no t be to o hasty to judge the ef­ 
fo rts being put fo rth to better o ur 
scho o ls. One has o nly to lo o k at the 
failure o f the past to realize 
the 
needs o f the present. Our children 
hav e different wo rld pro blems to 
meet to day than they did y es­ 
terday . Let them make scho o l so 
interesting and v ital that it 
can 
co mpete successfully with 
a 
no w 
seemingly mo re interesting 
wo rld 
and there will be 
no 
need 
fo r 
truant o fficers. 
Much remains to be 
reco gnized 
as true educatio n, but fo r the bet- , 
ter understanding o ur teachers hav a 
to day , and fo r the attempt 
being 
made to impro v e the lo ng neglect­ 
ed and much deplo red 
educatio nal 
sy stem I am indeed grateful.
